Pittssune, November 18. 

The Labor Congress met this morn- 
ing: Mr. Bergman of California pre- 
sented the following: 

Wuenzas, The experience of the 
last thirty years in California and on 
the Pacihe Coast having proved con- 
clusively that the presence of the Chi- 
nese and their competition with free 
white labor is one of the greatest evils 
with which any country can be afflict- 
ed; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we will use our best 
efforts to get rid of this monstrous 
evil, which threatens, unless. checked, 
toinjure other parts of the Union; 
that we will disseminate information 
respecting its true character, and will 
urge upon our Representatives in Con- 
gress the absolute necessity of passing 
laws entirely prohibiting the immigra- 
tion of Chinese into the United States. 

This resolution caused a heated de- 
bate. Mr, Cummings of Massachu- 
setts opposed it strongly. Upon a 
vote being taken it was adopted as 
read.

Hav- 
ing too many men to work economic- 
ally he put three at work in 
the Western. They run a drift from 
an old shaft 45 feet deep in a south- 
easterly direction. They dug away 
five or six months and their drift was 
as crooked as a snake track, but they 
found rich pockets or chambers of 
lead ore worth $250 a ton. From 
the last one they followed a seam off 
north, and on Friday last at 1:30 r. 
M. they saw a bunch of bright looking 
ore sticking down through the top of 
the drift. They broke it down and 
tound more behind it It proved to 
be rotten quartz seamed with horn 
silver, and was worth $455 per ton. 
Assays went to $4083. They have 
worked a drift alongside it for a dis- 
tance of six feet, and will keep going 
till Raphael gets back. The ledge is 
healthy and strong, well defined and 
three feet wide. They went back 
and cleaned out the chamber and 
found horn silver all around the walls. 
They now have over $60,000 uncov- 
ered. The ore is free milling. The 
ledge is a blind one, although it comes 
within forty feet of the surface. 
Work will goon from the new shaft 
by an upraise. The miues are all 
patented and are Owned by Raphael, 
who has half, and the three Downie 
brothers ‘and Evans, who own the 
other half. They have laid idle three 
years,
